South African Supreme 


Court, the nation's third highest 
tribunal, has ,ruled Prime Minis- 
ter Daniel Malan's over-all par- 
liamentary high court unconstitu- 
tional. The decision deepened the 
country's constitutional crisis. 


The supreme court, however, is 


not the final judicial arbiter. Malan 
may appeal the unanimous decision 
of the three judges to the nation's 
appeals court.
